DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This statement is responsive to the following communications: Request for 
Continued Examination, filed 06/12/2009; Information Disclosure Statement, filed 
06/12/2009. 

2. Claims 10-15, 17-22, and 24-28 are allowed. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed In this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 06/12/2009 
has been entered. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The Information Disclosure Statement, filed 06/12/2009, has been considered. 
The International Search Report and Notifications of Transmittal (2) have been 
considered, but have been lined through so as not to be listed on the face of the Issued 
patent because they are not published prior art. 
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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art, Wang et al., U.S. Pub. No. 2002/0035579 A1 , teaches the use of 
XSL, extensible style sheets (par. 0050; 0059-0060; 0072) and formatting templates 
(par. 0073-0075; 0078). 

U.S. Patent No. 7,299,41 1 B2 to Blair et al. teaches transcoding presentation 
codes of web documents including Cascading Style Sheets, by resolving the styles to a 
subset of style tags, to adapt the layout of a document into compressed presentation 
related code within a binary data file (col. 4, 1. 24-col. 6, 1. 26; Fig. 4). 

Applicants' arguments, see Remarks, filed 03/04/2009. p. 9-12, with respect to 
Wang in view of Blair have been fully considered and are persuasive. In particular, 
applicants argue that neither Wang nor Blair disclose the limitation of claims 10, 17, and 
24, "suppressing contradictory information" (Remarks, p. 9-10). The examiner agrees. 

Applicants argue that neither Wang nor Blair disclose "suppressing all statements 
of the Web HTML page that are related to CSS" (Remarks, p. 10-12). Applicants argue 
that Blair discloses a subset of style tags. Therefore Blair does not disclose 
suppressing all statements that are related to CSS, because a subset of style tags 
remains. 

A search of the prior art resulted in no references which disclosed the 
combination of features claimed in independent claims 10, 17, and 24. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
